the Gospel? lu bis first attack on 
Calvin, Peysa! denied his claims of pre- 
eminencé,on the groundothisdoctriues 
and his conduct towards Castalio 
ond Sorvetus; but now, as if fearful,

ever lived, we speak according to the 
' eompreliensive genius of the English 
Tanguage, and not according to the 
gibberish of popish technicalities.” 
To assert therefore, that Calvin was 
not a divine in the narrow meaning of 
the prelacy, is no more to the point, 
than to avy, that he was not an au- 
«thorized preacher in the sense of 
George Fox, or Jemima Wilkinson, 
Presbyterian never Selieved oraflirm- 
ed, that Calvip was a divine in the 
elatical sense of the term. And as 
mis Bible; he reatlsnothing of Popes, 
Cardinals, or of Bishops, as differ- 
ent from Presbyters, and as from 
early! christian writers, he learns 
that \hese distinctions were gradually: 
Jia roduoed by ambitious men, he con- 
eiders Peysai’s "superior order of the 
Aierachy,” a gross corruption, and a 
dangerous departure from the original 
"simplicity of the Gospel; and neither 
sees, nor feels any necessity to prove 
that Calvin was ever ordained by 
tuch an order. Calvin's foundation 
is a better rock than. the pretended 
su al Saint Peter. 
That Calvin was however Presby- 
terinlly ordained, may be reasonably 
résumcd from the fact, that the 
; Reformers from the first, practised 
onliustion by the laying on of the 
> Wands of the Presbytery; also from 
— the fokowing language in his „Insti- 
tutes of the’ Christian Religion” 
(Book iv. chap. iii.) pablished but a 
fews before he came o Geneva. 
“Now, though there is no express 
precept for the imposition of hands, 
yet since we find it to have been con 
— stantly. used by the Apostles, such a 
punctaal-obsefvabes ougtit to have 
the force of precept with us.“ After 
the publication of such a sentence, 
as regard to Consistency required, 
that be should himself be ordained 
by the imposition of hands. 

But the certainty of his ordination 
is not merely presumed. Beza in his 
lile of Calvin, declares that he was 
se’ apart io the ministry by the Pres- 
bytery of Genova, in the month of 
August 1536. Junius, the learned 
professor of the University of Ley- 
den, testifies, that by his predecessors 

(l suppose Viret and Farel) Calvin 

was himself crdained. (Fr. Junii 
Hnimadverstones Bellarm. Contro. Lb 
v. Cap. 3. 19. And if any additional 
credibi/ity can be derived from tlie 
testimony of a most intelligent nnd 
candid papist, we have it at hand 
Cardinal. Bellarmine says, Neque 
Lutherus; neque Zuinglius; neque; 

! Calvinus, Episcopi fueruut, sed tan. 
tum Presbyteri—Neither Luther; nor. 
Zuingle; nor Calvia were Bish 
but only Presbyters,—(Bellarm. Co 
tro, Lib. v. Cap. 3.) Here he is ad- 
mitted by a Catholic cardinal, to have 
Ween, at least, reputed as a Presbyter 
on the »ame ground with Luther and 
Zuingle. All these were Calvins con- 
temporaries, and cannot reasonably 
be supposed to have been mistaken in 
tlie lact of his ordination. 

Peysal's assertion, that Calvin was. 
refused ordination, by the  apacy, 
on the ground of the  corrup- 
tion of his morals and the multiplicity 
of his vices,” we do not find suppor- 
ted by any proof, Until it be, per- 
mit us'to say, that it js believed to be 
a popish calumny. And so also of the 
“horrible things on the score of his 
lusts,” : 

As to tlie quotation made by Peysal 
from Mosheim of the impetuosity of 
Calvin’s temper, in accusing his ad- 
versaries of crimes of which they 
have been fully absolved by the im- 
partial judgment of unprejudiced pos- 
terity, it does not destroy the general 
veracity-of his character, It is simply 
saying, that from the warmth ‘of his 
temperament, and his ordent*zeal in 

"what. he believed o be truth and 
righteousness, he was induced tothink 
his adversaries worse thah they really 
were, This every day's obscrvation 
teaches,us is consistent with the most 
> honest intentions. It was certainly a 
blemish in his character, but is no re- 
futation of any thing we have suid 
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in his praise, We have never held Potatoes - 


him up.asa perfect divine; but, believe 
that after making all reasonable al- 
lowance’ for his defects, he is the 
greatest divine thut ever lived, If his 
faults were. gréat, his virtues and 
talents were greater. 

In tho Catholic communion he bad 
been taught to persecute. -This, in 
the eye of every candid Protestant, 
ought to be et least an apology. for 
alland more than all the persecution 
which we find in his character;and if it 
do not eternally seal thelips of a papal 
accuser, it is because lie is Bhameless.

“Servetus,” lie says, could paiatin 
fiery columns that “ardor of piety?

of accommadating Yeysal, this should 
he granted, by the side of the ipic- 
ture, he might also draw the likeness 
of the inquisition that condemned him 
lo the stake at Vienne, aud the hor- 
rors of «he papal dungeon from which 
he escaped when he came to Geneva, 
together with the solemn farce of his 
burning in efligy. 

Mosheim informs us that Bolsec 
was an imprudent physician, when in 
1551 after’ the conclusion of divine 
worship lifted up his voice in tbe full 

regaticn to declaim in the most 

cent manner against the doctrine 
of absolute decrees. For this he 
was first cast into prison and after- 
wards banished. With neither the 
one nor the «ther, does Moshcim 
charge Calvin. 

Gruct wis a scandalous, dissolute 
Atheist who was brought. before the 
civil tribunals aud condenmed to 
death. The same historian gives us 
report of Calviu's agency in all this 
For the case of Castalio we must
